A brochure, to be presented to 
voters, describing the proposed 
new town office building designed 
for the former Shaw property site 
on Main street will also describe 
a method of financing the struct- | 
ure. 

Prepared by Roy KE. Hardy, for- | 
mer selectman and chairman of the 
town office building committee, 
the plan is prepared on a cost of 
$375,000 which would also include 
architect’s fees, landscaping and 
whatever new equipment may be 
needed for the building. 

As set up at present the plan 
is to ask for $25,000 of the 1955 
tax levy, $50,000 trom available 
funds, and the balance of $300,- 
000 to be bonded over a period of 
20 years, making the average year- 
ly payment on principal and inter- 
est $18,500, which would be about 
80% cents a thousand on the pres- 


ent tax base. 

As described by Charles H. 
Cole 2nd., of Lexington, the archi- 
tect, the building would be of 
first class, fire prool construction.

Capital expenditures facing the 


town are poing to cost about a 


million dollars a year for the next 
10 years, George Grant, president 
of the Andover Taxpayers asso~ 
ciation told members of the Bal- 
lardvale PTA at a meeting last 
Thursday night. 

Speaking as an individual mem- 
ber of the organization he was 
addressing and not as president 
of the ATA, which has not ar- 
rived at any final conclusions 
on many of these subjects he 
went over the school situation 
and other current town problems. 

In concluding his talk he ad- 
vocated giving more serious con- 
sideration to The Townsman’s 
suggestion to increase all ele- 
mentary schools to eight grades, 
do away with the junior high 
school and give the present ju- 
nior and senior high school build- 
ings over to a four-year high 
school. 

‘As you know,” he said in his 
talk, ‘‘if the town tackles its 
many new and neglected problems 
as forthrightly as it should, it 
will spend six million dollars for 
capital expenditures alone in the 
next five years. 

‘Assuming that we will build 
a new high school, we will spend 
the best part of $2,000,000. By 
the time we have added four 
rooms to the Shawsheen school 
and six to the West Andover 
school, and built a new school for 
Ballardvale and southwest And- 
over, we will have spent the best 
part of another $1,000,000 and 

in all likelihood will not have 

provided all the grammar school 
space that will be needed in the 
next 10 years. These estimates
